SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS 

9. Place of payment of interest: —Interest on the Loans will be paid at the 
Public Debt Offices of the Reserve Bank of India at Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Bom¬ 
bay, Calcutta, Hyderabad, Jaipur, Kanpur, Madras, Nagpur, New Delhi and 
Patna, at any treasury or sub-treasury elsewhere in India, except for the State 
of Jammu & Kashmir, aud at the Central Government’s Pay and Accounts 
Offices at Jammu and Srinagar, 

10. Refunds of tax deducted at the time of payment of interest (at rates 
prescribed by the annual Finance Acts) will be obtainable by holders of the 
Loans who are not liable to tax or who arc liable to tax at a rate lower than the 
rate at which tax was deducted. 

A holder who is not liable to tax or who is liable to tax at a rate lower than
